WAR ON GROW TO 
BE WAGED OVER 
I 
COUNTY IS WORD 


War on the crow as a destroyer of 
tho eggs and young of game and use­ 
ful birds, young rabbits, poultry and 
crops, will be carried on by th e sports­ 
men and farmers af this vicinity this 
spring in an effort to save game and 
crops from the depredations of crows, 
according to Frank Edwarus, secre­ 
tary of the Greene County Fish and 
Game Protective Association. 
The crow is declared to be the 
Worst enemy of useful birds and re­ 
sponsible for more damage than any 
other bird in wild life. Charles V. 
Truax, state director of agriculture 
has declared crows a nuisance in Ohio 
destroying large quantities of eggs of 
game birds and poultry and their 
young, as well as being destructive to 
corn plantings on farms. 
A general movement against the 
crow is now in force throughout the 
country, game commissioners of thirty 
eight states having declared against 
the destructive birds. The crowd hunts 
all the time but is especially destruc- 
time when birds are nesting it is said, 
so that some species have been known 
to wipe out whole colonies of game 
birds in certain localities. 
A canvass just completed in one 
state, Is sale to show that crows pick 
out eyes of young lambs and calves 
and in many 
cases farmers 
have 
had to go to the expense of replant­ 
ing crops. 
In one western state a 
census shows there are from ten to 
fifteen millions of crows and that it 
costs the people of that state a dol­ 
lar a head per year to feed them. 
Sportsmen and farmers are being 
asked to join in the campaign by 
shooting the crows, but are advised 
that in order to do so they must have 
a hunter’s license.

PARTS HOTELKEEPERS PLAN TO SQUEEZE TOURISTS DIJIY 
A late Paris dispatch says: The tourist army which is com­ 
ing over this summer to attend the Olympic frames had better /buy 
return tickets before quitting the shores of the United States as 
they will have nothing left after the Paris hotelkeepers finish with 
them.

From the vanguard which has already arrived and which is 
filling to capacity all the larger hotels a wail is going urb which 
echoes all the way from the Montmartre to Montparnasse. 
Room rates are now double what they were last apitumn and 
the end of the extortion is not yet in sight. 
Many/ permanent 
guests living at some hotels have been forced to le^ive, as they 
were unable to make ends meet and pay the increased charges. It 
is difficult to find a double room with bath in any central hotel for 
less than $9 a day, and prices in the more luxurious establish­ 
ments are soaring to dizzy heights. A hundred francs a day is the 
average price for a single room and bath in .Jnotels which have 
never classed themselves as fashionable. 
/ 
When a protest is made the m anaged talk vaguely about 
“exchange”, but the rate of exchange is Approximately where it 
was a year ago. The pay of the employee in many hotels was rais­ 
ed* slightly when the franc hit its lowest level and the hotels now 
have to pay a 12 per cent tax instead of IO, but this increase in 
the cost of management is only a / fraction of the increase in 
the room rates. Tile real resason fcir the gouging is that the de­ 
mands for accommodations greatly/ exceed the supply. 
Three great tourist years are forseen, due to the Olympic 
games ,the Exposition of Decorative Arts next year and the Colon­ 
ial Exposition in 1926. The great.' influx of visitors has added to 
the existing serious housing shortage in Paris and will result in 
the goose that lays the golden egups being worked overtime unless 
the visiting public strikes or ti ut Government steps in, as some 
think will be the case. 
I 
In addition to profiteering,/a public-be-damned attitude has 
been adopted by the managers pi most of the large hotels, some 
even refusing to book reservations, saying they are “sure of get­ 
ting capacity bookings without! having to bother with promising 
rooms for people wrho may not Arrive when they say they will.” 
To the credit of the restaurateurs, it can be stated that their 
prices have been only slightly .'advanced up to the present—the in­ 
crease being due to the rise in the cost of foodstuffs—but it is 
feared they will later be influenced by the bad example of the 
hotels.

A joint-life insurance policy protects 
both husband and wife at tile same 
time, and costs less than the prem­ 
iums on two separate policies. 


A unique type of insurance policy 
with which many people are unfam il­ 
iar is the joint-life policy. Under such 
a policy two or m ore persons may be 
insured in favor of each other, the 
policy to terminate and be paid upon 
the death of the first one. 
The premium on a joint-life policy 
is naturally larger than the premium 
would be on a policy insuring but one 
life, because under a joint policy the 
company m ust pay if either of two 
beneficiaries die, but on the other 
land the prem ium is less than the 
sum of prem ium s on policies insur­ 
ing two lives separately. 
On the two separate policies the 
com pany's liability is g reater because 
two policies m ust eventually be paid, 
while under the joint-life policy only 
one claim m ust be paid.
